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What One Bull Has Done 


The Accomplishments of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 


S noted in the GuERNsEY BREEDERS’ 
JouRNAL for September 15, Lady- 
smith’s Cherub 30760 died at Shorewood Farm, Crystal Bay, 
Minnesota, on August 27, 1926. No other bull of the breed 
has been better known in the last few years. 

In 1916 I judged the Guernseys at the Minnesota State 
Fair. When the four year old cow class was judged, I asked 
and received the permission to send one cow from the ring 
before the class was placed because of her inferiority. After 
the judging, D. D. Tenney came to me and said that he was 
the owner of the cow that I had sent 
from the ring, and that he aspired to 
become a real breeder of high class 
Guernseys. With this thought in mind 
he stated he wanted to buy the best 
bull of the breed. Naturally this sound- 
ed like a pretty large order, and quite in 
line with what I had heard men say 
before, not knowing of what they spoke. 

When he asked what bull was the best, 
half in earnest I told him I guessed he 
was possibly Trengwaiton’s Acorn, an 
English bred bull out of the great cow 
Hayes Olive 5838 E. G. H. B. This ani- 
mal had been champion over Australia 
in the years 1910, 1911, 1912, 1913 and 
1914. Mr. Tenney’s immediate come- 
back was,“‘Cable to Australia and see if 
you can buy him.” 

Then I had to explain to him that I 
was not speaking in earnest and knew 
little about the bull aside from his breed- 
ing, picture, and prize winnings. It was 
certain that we could not import the 
bull to this country even if we found that he was what we 
wanted, 


Mr. Tenney easily convinced me that he was in dead earn- 
est and told me to hunt up the best bull that could be bought. 
He mentioned the fact that his herdsman had called his at- 
tention to a two year old bull in Mr. Marsh’s string, which 
they had looked over and liked very much. 


This bull was

not shown in class but was shown as one 
of the first prize winning get of Imp. Hayes 
Cherub 2d 25147. My guess was that he was not shown in 
class because Mr. Marsh did not want to run the chance of 
his beating his sire at that time. 

We had left the grounds for the day, and I was going home 
that evening, but agreed to look up the bull at the Iowa 
Dairy Cattle Congress. After seeing the bull I wired Mr. 
Tenney that it was the animal he was looking for, and pro- 
ceeded to get a price on him. We did not succeed in doing 
this until during the National Dairy 
Show at Springfield, Massachusetts, the 
following month. 

Mr. Marsh finally said he would not 
sell him for less than a record price for 
the breed, which at that time was $5000. 
My reply was, “I suppose that means 
you will take $5100 for him,” and he 
agreed to that price. 

Mr. Tenney purchased the bull and 
won the two year old class at Springfield. 
Later the bull was made grand champion 
over his own sire, that had been first in 
the aged class. 

The judging at Springfield was done 
by Mr. Hope, Mr. Benham and myself. 
As I had been somewhat instrumental 
in the sale of the bull, I felt that even 
with Mr. Marsh owning both father and 
son, that Mr. Hope and Mr. Benham 
should decide this championship with- 
out my taking part in the placing. As 
soon as we showed them together, Mr. 
Hope said, “I am for the young bull” 
and Mr. Benham said, “He gets my vote, too,” so that Hayes 
Cherub, the grand champion at the National Dairy Show in 
1913 and 1914 had to give way to his son, 

Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 was born May 20, 1914, and 
died August 27, 1926. His sire, Imp. Hayes Cherub 2d 
25147, Mr. Marsh had imported from England in 1913 and 
of course it is well known to every breeder of Guernseys that

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Trenton Inter-State Fair 


Breeders from Eight States Enter 144 Guernseys 


[F a person places the interpretation upon{the word “ Inter- 

State” as meaning many states, the Trenton Inter-State 
Fair, held September 27 to October 2, came up to its full in- 
terpretation. Twenty breeders from the eight states of New 
Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Virginia, New York, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota placed 144 animals in the ring to 
compete in the various classes. 

George M. White of Coxsackie, New York, judged Guern- 
seys and handled the classes in a very satisfactory manner. 
Grand champion honors in the bull class went to Shorewood 
Resolute 71989, Emmadine Farm, while the same honor in 
the cow class was awarded to Topsy of City View 77019, 
owned by Fern-Dell Guernsey Farms. Topsy was placed over 
Bell Buoy’s Violet of City View 77018 in the aged cow class 
because of her better withers, straighter back line and pleas- 
ing conformation. 

The surprise of the show came in the class of cows two 
years and under three, when Brooklandwood May Flower 
155134, an outstanding heifer, was placed first over Fore- 
most’s Aurice 168879. The first heifer is owned by the 
Manual Training School of Bordentown, New Jersey, and 
was purchased in the spring at the Benton-Hope Sale. She 
was an outstanding animal with great promise and easily 
won her place at the head of the line. 

Ribbons and winnings were quite evenly divided between 
Shorewood, Emmadine and Fern-Dell Farms, with Breida- 
blick coming in a strong fourth. The ring was handled in a 
most efficient manner by William M. Nulton, Jr., secretary 
of the New Jersey Guernsey Breeders’ Association, who held 
the position of superintendent of dairy and beef cattle. 
Professor J. W. Bartlett was superintendent of the livestock 
division. The superintendents were compelled to turn down 
over 100 entries because of lack of space in the barns.

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Washington State Fair 


Many Entries of Good Quality--By Fred W. Clemens 


HE Guernsey show was high class at the Washington 

State Fair at Yakima, September 20 to 25, but to those 
who have followed the Golden breed shows for a period of 
years it was different—different because of the absence of the 
head-liners of olden days. The newer herds were royally 
welcomed, but not without expressions of regret that the 
old familiar names were off the entry books. 

It used to be that Doctor A. Macrae Smith and Mrs. Smith 
of Bellingham were regular exhibitors of Guernseys at 
Yakima. Albion L. Gile of Chinook always used to be on 
hand with his premier Chicona herd. Wallace and Fordyce 
of the Yakima Valley wrote the name of Fawndale Farm in 
purple many times at the State Fair. Last year the great 
herd from Grangeville Guernsey Farm, Grangeville, Idaho, 
cut a wide swarth with its entry list headed by the great 
show bull, May Rose Cherub 70934. This year all these 
folks were absent, except the rebuilded herd of Wallace and 
Fordyce, now the Fordyce and Lett herd. 

Quality in those former days was brilliant. Quality this 
year was possibly not so flashy but it is doubtful if there has 
ever been a Guernsey show at Yakima better balanced with 
real, serviceable quality throughout. 

The H. J. Weiser herd from Everett, shown in Yakima for 
the first time, brought a great deal of utility, quality and 
some flash. Weiser’s King Tom 65455, the senior and grand 
champion bull, caused many a Guernsey enthusiast to stop 
and admire him. He was far from the only showy animal 
in the Weiser herd, but the only one that Judge D. C. Howard 
of Beaverton, Oregon, saw fit to award a purple. 

All the other championships went to a herd that did much 
to make up for the absence of the top-notchers of former 
days—that of Thousand Springs Farm, Wendell, Idaho. 
Mrs. Minnie W. Miller, owner of this great herd, was on the 
grounds throughout the fair. She accompanies her Guern- 
seys throughout the fair circuit because she likes them and 
because she wants to be on hand if expert and affectionate 
attention is needed. Probably that is one reason why so 
many championships come her way. Her beautiful aged cow, 
Judy of Thatch Meadow 109390, was the senior and grand 
champion female. This animal began her winnings as a 
calf several years ago, and has been in the purple class ever 
since. Foremost’s Monogram 111353, a snappy yearling, 
won for her the junior bull championship, while a sweet 
little senior calf, Bertha of Thousand Springs 196858, claimed 
the junior female purple. 

But a show is not primarily a battle of championship con- 
tenders. It is a battle of good cattle competing in many 
classes. The Yakima show would have been a dud had 
only the champions been there, but with the excellent en- 
tries from other farms and the good stock backing the cham- 
pions in their own herds, it was a high class exposition. 

Fordyce and Lett won a fair share of ribbons. Bonneville 
Guernsey Farm, a comparatively new entrant on the show 
Circuit, made strong competition in several classes, winning 
one first and one second, besides several lesser awards. Roy 
P. Bush and Mrs. Bush of Outlook, were present with their 
Old Homestead herd, a herd which has been built up for 
utility purposes, but which is showing promise as a show herd 
also, Ray N. West, while not cutting a large figure in the 
competition, proved a winner in the two year old cow class 
crowding good competitors out of second position.

Record Price for Bull in Great Britain Amounts to 350 Guineas 


[XN Great Britain today, Guernsey cattle 
appear to be even more popular than 
ever before, judging by the prices obtained at the sale of 
Major A. C. Sayer’s small herd of thirty-five head. A large 
company of breeders assembled at Ireland Farm, Westfield, 
Sussex, when Langley Hobbs of John Thorton and Company 
commenced the dispersal of this choicely bred and well known 
herd. 

The females were eagerly sought after and top price was 
140 guineas ($700) paid by Mrs. Sutcliffe Pyman of Sutton, 
Scotney, Hants, for the heifer Westfield Rowanberry 4th, 
whose dam was a Royal winner. This is a fitting addition 
to the choice herd Mrs. Pyman is building up. This herd is 
in charge of Herdsman Morphew who won so many prizes 
for J. B. Body. 

The well known judge and breeder, G. F. Ferrand, paid 
120 guineas ($600) for Westfield Janet 4th, a two year old 
heifer by Sylph’s Castor. White and Son took Westfield 
Janet 3rd back to Taunton with them, paying 120 guineas 
($600) for her and 110 guineas ($550) for Westfield Primrose

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The Brockton Fair 


Where Production and Type May be Seen Together 


ANOTHER Guernsey show has gone down into the an- 
nals of the Brockton Fair, which was held October 4 to 
9. While on one or two former occasions more entries were 
in the ring, it is doubtful if better quality has ever tread the 
turf of the outdoor enclosure than competed on Guernsey 
Day, October 6. This show could easily be termed ‘‘ Massa- 
chusetts Breeders’ Own Show,” for of the 118 animals enter- 
ing only thirteen were from outside the state. 

Early in the day it was evident that a keen contest was in 
progress for the supremacy in the show ring between the herds 
of Langwater Farm, Ard-Na-Clachan Farm, Atamannsit 
Farm and Rambleton Farm. In the placing of the ribbons, 
Langwater won more firsts with Ard-Na-Clachan second, 
although the latter herd secured three champions and two 
grand champions. Counting up the money winnings, Ata- 
mannsit came in second place. 

Senior and grand champion bull was won by Cherub’s 
Contender of Shorewood 95923, owned by H. D. Brewer, 
Ard-Na-Clachan Farm, as well as senior and grand cham- 
pion cow, Miss Spotswood of A. D. F. 66091. 

The sensation of the day was the aged cow class when 
nineteen of Massachusetts, be stentered the ring. It was a 
most difficult class to judge because of the fine quality of 
most all of the entries. Judge L. V. Wilson of St. Paul, 
Minnesota, spent a considerable amount of time on the class 
and would have given it more, had it not been for a heavy 
rain storm. He placed Miss Spotswood of A. D. F. 66091 
first over Shuttlewick Queen of Joy 129737 because of a little 
stronger breed type and character. She was also a trifle 
smoother behind the withers, although the second placed 
cow had a little better teat placement. A significant demon- 
stration of type and production was manifested in this class. 
In the first six places, five out of the six animals had records 
with an average butter fat production of 648 pounds. It is 
exceedingly doubtul if this record has ever been equaled in 
any ring. 

Another splendid class was the heifer calves under twelve 
months of age. With nineteen entries and the tops all good 
animals the judge had to consider the fine points in order to 
pick his six ribbon winners. Much credit is due the dairy 
show committee consisting of H. L. Tinkham, J. S. Ames, 
T. E. Elder, J. L. Keith and J. C. Cort for the splendid dairy 
showing in all breeds. 

During the noon recess the fair association entertained the 
Guernsey breeders and herdsmen at a box luncheon. Those 
showing were: John S. Ames, North Easton; H. D. Brewer, 
Shrewsbury; Edmund D. Codman, Dedham; Earl R. Gum- 
mow, West Bridgewater; Rambleton Farms, Buzzards Bay;

THE JUDGE WENT WRONG 


One question is foremost in the minds of many breeders 
at the present time and that is: How could one judge place 
an animal first, another judge place the same animal third 
one week later and still another judge place the same animal 
first again? This question is not asked of any certain animal, 
but rather many placings made during the past season. The 
first answer that comes to the minds of those inquiring, is 
naturally—‘‘the judge went wrong.” 


Before rendering this verdict, let us consider the animal. 
The animal to be judged is an organized living being possess- 
ing in greater or less degree the characters of sensation, 
movement and the ability to receive and digest food. With 
these most important characteristics and many lesser ones, 
outside agencies may affect that being. There are days when 
three animals will all be showing in perfect bloom, and again 
when one, two or all three will lag. Feed, care and health 
must be considered in each individual animal. Where one 
follows the fair circuit it is quite evident that the reason for 
placing the same animal in one to three different positions 
at different fairs, is not so much the judgment of the judge 
as the condition of the animal. 


One striking illustration of how quickly the condition of an 
animal may change was shown at the Sesqui-Centennial 
Livestock Show this year. A cow placed well up in the aged 
cow class early in the day, but when the same cow came in 
the Advanced Register class later she placed down. This 
was a case of the same judge and practically the same ani- 
mals in the class, but a difference of a few hours in the con- 
dition of the animal. If that condition changed in a few 
hours, it is very evident that it will change from week to 
week, 


On the whole, judging in the Guernsey rings this year was 
fairly uniform. Naturally there were differences of opinion, 
but generally a uniform type was followed. It is easy to 
say the “judge went wrong,” but lét us stop and consider 
also if the animal did not have something to do with the 
difference in placing.

THE NATIONAL AT HOME 


If the National Dairy Show is to succeed financially and 
win the confidence of the exhibitors, the time must come 


when they can celebrate an ‘‘At Home.” We are not 
criticizing the management of the show at Detroit, for every- 
thing was done to make it a success. From the number of 
animals exhibited, the records will show that the National 
Dairy Exhibition for 1926 was successful. 

When money and effort have been expanded for a great 
show and then only obtain a county fair attendance, some- 
thing must be wrong. Before the National will become 
financially successful, it must have a permanent home backed 
by a live city and the confidence of the breeders and showmen. 

It is true that arguments may be given for maintaining the 
traveling type of show, but the shows that have become of 
great force in this country have a permanent home. The 
middle western herds will go to the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion at Springfield, Massachusetts, and the eastern herds 
will go to Dairy Cattle Congress at Waterloo, Iowa. Both 
the eastern and middle western herds will travel on a special 
train to the Pacific Coast and attend that wonderful expo- 
sition at Portland. Why, then, will not the great majority 
of the show herds gather at a permanently placed National? 
We believe they will. 

It is a great deal easier to induce a breeder to bring out 
his herd to a place that he knows than to go where things 
are uncertain. Ask the boys with the show herds what place 
they like and you will receive the same answer from every 
one— a permanently located show. They know where their 
animals will be placed, what accommodations they may 
have and the treatment. With a show that is moving from 
one place to another, these things are unknown. 

The second factor which might point to success, would be 
to have a good live city behind the show. When a city has 
one thing to work upon in the show line, and not several, it 
will usually back that one to the limit. It would be easy to 
name dozens of cities that have adopted different shows and 
have made them successes. This would apply to the National 
if it had a home. 

When the National comes a few weeks after a big state 
fair, it reacts as an anti-climax. Therefore it should be lo- 
cated in some city that does not have a state fair. 

The permanent abiding place for the National should also 
be able to house the industrial show as well. This year 
should be a striking lesson in dividing the two shows. Pro- 
duction and manufacturing belong together and should be 
shown as a whole.

Indiana State Fair 


Indiana Guernsey Show Continues to Grow 


INETY-EIGHT head of Guernseys were shown at the 

Indiana State Fair on September 8 in the open classes, 

an increase of nine over the good show of last year. In addi- 

tion there were a few of the calf club entries that were not 

shown in the open classes, which brought the number of 
Guernseys at the show to above 100. 

Three exhibitors were present from outside the state, 
which also indicates the increased interest in the Indiana 
State Fair. One of these, the Fern-Dell Farms, Green Bay, 
Wisconsin, repeated their performance at other middle 
western state fairs by doing most of the winning. They took 
nine blues in the open classes and four in the groups, together 
with all of the championships. Mrs. Chauncey McCormick 
of Naperville made Indiana a stopping place between the 
home fair at Aurora, Illinois, and the Sesqui-Centennial. 
The other out of state herd was that of A. G. Ingham, Well- 
ville, Virginia. 

As has become usual at the Indiana Fair the calf club en- 
tries were both numerous and strong, and the show of 
Indiana Guernseys as a whole is to be commended. If the 
Indiana State Fair continues to offer the excellent money 
for Indiana Guernseys in addition to what is offered in the 
open classes, it should not be but a short time now before 
Indiana is able to show some Guernsey herds capable of 
meeting the stiffest competition. 


Professor H. H. Kildee of Ames, Iowa, did the judging and 
found himself with some interesting assignments, among 
them the aged bull class. Here Border King of Roberts 
71645 took first over May Rose Cherub 70934. As they 
showed that day the placing generally met with the approval 
of the ring side. The Border Raider bull seemed to excel 
in the heart, to be fuller in the back of the shoulders, wider 
at the pins and thurls, and he showed a considerably stronger 
top. May Rose Cherub 70934 seemed to have shown the 
effect of having been let down rather severely in flesh from 
the excellent condition in which he appeared at the time of 
the National Sale. It will be interesting to watch the com- 
petition of these two bulls as the season advances. 


Border King of Roberts 71645 eventually became senior 
and grand champion, while Fern-Dell’s first prize junior 
yearling, Queechy’s Dannie of Fern-Dell 110332, was the 
junior champion, after having won his class on account of 
his size, smoothness and quality. Topsy of City View 
77019 was again the senior and grand champion cow, while 
Dannie’s Evaline of Fern-Dell 199863, after taking first in 
a class of twenty-four heifer calves, became the junior cham- 
pion female. With nine firsts and three seconds it was only 
natural that the Fern-Dell Farms’ two gets of Meadow 
Brook’s Dannie Duff 70831 should take first and second as 
get of sire. In a purely Indiana class Gartin Brothers’ senior 
yearling bull, Prince of Weasel Creek 108357, took first. He 
is a son of Mr. Myer’s bull, Eskimo Boy of Crane Farm 
96522, that stood next to May Rose Cherub 70934 in the 
aged bull class. 

A number of calf club members placed well in the money 
in the open classes and outstanding among these was Howard 
Adair of Lebanon. He led his two year old heifer, Chief’s 
Lady Laura of Guernsey Farm 186295, into the ring, and led 
her out again with four blue ribbons, a record which we 
think may possibly never have been equalled. She was first 
in the open two year old class over ten others, first in the 
Indiana two year old class, first in the calf club two year old 


class, and Howard took first on the record book which he 
had kept in connection with the raising and caring of his 
heifer as a club member. Harold Meeker of Veedersburg, 
Indiana, another calf club boy, stood third in the same class 
with Fair Oaks Inez 170396. Delbert Hinton of Thorntown, 
Indiana, took third in the senior yearling heifer class with 
Sheridan’s Daisy Diamond 180526, and first in the Indiana 
Division, while Robert Simison, Romney, Indiana, was 
in the money in the junior yearling class with his calf club 
heifer. 

Perhaps nowhere in the middle west, or even in the country, 
is the value of calf club work annually so well demonstrated 
as at this fair. An interesting sidelight in this connection is 
the fact that Howard Adair has sold his winning heifer to 
Mrs. Chauncey McCormick at a price said to be in four 
figures. Mrs. McCormick not only secured an excellent 
heifer, but Howard received substantial recognition for his 
calf club effort. The best of it is that with the sale of the 
heifer Howard did not part with his interest in Guernsey 
breeding. He still has some four or five head of his own at 
home, and Howard and his father are breeding a good herd 
together. 

The Indiana Guernsey Breeders’ Association and Tue 
AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLuB maintained a booth near 
the Guernsey cattle, at which inquiries were both frequent 
and of high quality. The wonderful dairy barn of which 
Indiana boasts is outstanding in several ways. It permits 
the cattle to be displayed with a satisfaction which we be- 
lieve cannot be equalled in the barn of any other state fair, 
and the barn itself is located in such a way that practically 
the whole attendance which passes through the main gate 
finds its way along the wide aisles behind the dairy cattle. 

While breeders have sometimes commented that the 
money offered at the open classes at Indiana is hardly suflic- 
ient to warrant their exhibiting their herds, we wish to call 
to the attention of the breeders this fact, which may be an 
offsetting difference. The Indiana State Fair is truly “A 
good place to show.”

BORDER KING OF ROBERTS 71645 
Senior and Grand Champion Bull 
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The National Dairy Exposition 


Production and Type Much in Evidence at This Year’s Guernsey Show 


THE twentieth National Dairy Show was held in Detroit, 
Michigan, October 6 to 13. Guernsey Day was desig- 
nated for the twelfth and finished on the thirteenth. The 
general attendance at the show this year was not up to 
normal but the ring side attendance on Guernsey Day was 
something to cause comment. Followers of the fawn and 
white could be seen at the ring side from many states. 


The number of Guernsey entries was smaller than any 
time since 1922, but production and type was much in evi- 
dence. Out of an entry of 193, 189 animals were on the 
grounds. These were from twenty-four different herds and 
came from the states of Ohio, Iowa, Michigan, New York, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, Illinois, Minnesota, Indiana and 
Pennsylvania. A herd of four animals was shown from 
Paris, Ontario, Canada, by James A. Telfer. As near as 
could be determined from the followers of the ring, it is the 
first time that a ribbon has been won by a Canadian animal. 
Raymond Lily of Bendemere 4190, placed sixth in a class 
of heifers one year and under eighteen months. 


Professor H. H, Kildee, Ames, Iowa, judged the Guernseys. 
He had a most difficult task because on Monday and up until 
ten o’clock on Tuesday he judged Ayrshires and from ten 
o’clock on Tuesday until noon on Wednesday he was able 
to finish with the Guernseys. The task was difficult because 
both of these breeds had keen competition and many fine 
animals were shown. In practically all of the classes the 
ring side agreed with Professor Kildee. From the first class, 
that of bull calves, to the last class, the proven sires, not one 
exhibitor had a monopoly on the blue ribbons. At one time 
eight different herds had obtained one blue ribbon each. 
In the final score, Shorewood Farm, owned by D. D. Tenney, 
Crystal Bay, Minnesota, secured four firsts; Camp Aiyupka, 
owned by William H. Williams, Lyon Mountain, New York, 
had four firsts, one champion and one grand champion, while 
Emmadine Farm, owned by J. C. Penney, Hopewell Junc- 
tion, New York, had three firsts, one champion and one 
grand champion. Fern-Dell Farms, Green Bay, Wisconsin, 
secured two firsts and was runner up on second. W. W. 
Marsh, Waterloo, Iowa, with one entry, that of Cherub’s 
Queen of the Prairie 177312, secured a first place in eighteen 
months and under two years as well as junior champion 
female. 


The same keen competition existed at the National that 
had existed a few weeks before at the Eastern States Expo- 
sition and the Sesqui-Centennial, between Shorewood Reso- 
lute 71989 and May Rose Cherub 70934, for honors in the 
This time Shorewood Resolute 71989 was 


aged bull class.

A class peculiar to the National Dairy Show is that of the 
Peer Challenge Cup which is offered for four animals, the 
progeny of one bull, three to be in milk. This year’s contest 
was won by the progeny of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 and 
Imp. Moss Raider 22155; Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 win- 
ning on Cherub’s Hazel of Shorewood 147617, Cherub’s 
Procris of Shorewood 147065, Cherub’s Golden Secret of 
Shorewood 98062 and Cherub’s Deanie of Shorewood 135735, 
making the fourth time the cup has gone to this sire. The 
group that was a strong contender in this year’s contest in- 
cluded Moss Raider’s Primrose 96860, Moss Raider’s Sass 
Box 91672, Moss Raider’s Polly 94731 and Moss Raider’s 
Prudence 104782, owned by William H. Williams. Another 
honor for Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 was that of winning 
the get of sire for the fifth consecutive year at the National 
Dairy Show. 


A special trophy presented by THE AMtRICAN GUERNSEY 
Catt_e Crus for the best two year old heifer in milk, bred 
and owned by the exhibitor, was awarded to Foremost’s 
Aurice 168879, shown by Emmadine Farm. 


A story of boys’ and girls’ club work achievement was 
connected with the winner of the first place, Chief’s Lady 
Laura of Guernsey Farm 186925, in the two year old heifer 
class. The animal was raised and shown up until the time of 
the National Dairy Show by Howard Adair. It was recently 
purchased by Mrs. Chauncey McCormick to go into the St. 
James Farm herd. Elsewhere in the JourNAL will be found 
the story. 


The National offers a new classification that reflects credit 
on the breeder of some of the winners. It is a medal or di- 
ploma to the breeder of the following: Grand champion bull, 
grand champion cow, first prize get of sire, and first prize 
get in the proven sire class. The grand champion bull, 
Shorewood Resolute 71989, was bred by D. D. Tenney, 
while the sire of the first prize get, Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760, was bred by W. W. Marsh. It is a matter of interest 
that the breeder of the grand champion cow is A. Williams, 
of Les Cornus Farm, St. Martins, Guernsey, and the breeder 
of the sire of the first prize winners in the proven sire class is 
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Sir H. D. Tichborne, Bart, Tichborne Park, Alresford, Hants, 
England. Therefore, these two medals will go across the 
water to breeders on the other side, and will tend to arouse 
interest in our own National Dairy Show.

Other Features of the National Dairy Exposition 


HILE the bulk of interest may be found around the show 

ring at the National Dairy Show, there are so many 
other attractions which go to making up the entire show 
that it is necessary to consider them separately from the 
placing of the animals. 

One of the features of the boys’ and girls’ calf club show 
was that staged under the direction of the Indiana Condensed 
Milk Company. They brought the winners from the State 
Fair to the National and had a fine string of both Jerseys 
and Guernseys. Much credit is due this company for the 
splendid work they are putting over in the developing of 
good herds. 

The story of the National Dairy Show would not be com- 
plete without a reference to the United States Department 
of Agriculture exhibit. This was in two parts, one dealing 
with the production and economics of milk and the other 
was boys’ and girls’ club work. Feeding, transportation, 
and care were included in the exhibit on the cow for milk 
production. Human interest and achievement were the key 
notes of the club exhibit.

VOCATIONAL STUDENTS’ JUDGING CONTEST 

In the vocational school students’ cattle judging contest 
under the supervision of J. A. Linke, Field Agent for the 
Federal Board of Vocational Education, the first ten indi- 
viduals in judging Guernseys included Philip Colyer, Albion, 
Illinois; Wendel Young, North Craftsbury, Vermont; Walter 
Crawford, Watson Chapel, Arkansas; Vernon Harris and 
Franklin Well, Groton, Ohio, tied; Eric Moberg and Claude 
Busby, Woodstown, New Jersey, tied; Eugene Boone; John 
Gleason; Wilbur Adamson, Johnston, Iowa, and Lawrence 
Kenny, Jordan, New York, tied; Finley Bradshaw, and Ernest 
Kinny, Friendship, North Carolina, tied; Clarence Bowman, 
Palmyra, Pennsylvania; Carl Frazier, Johnston, Iowa, and 
Harold Clotfelter, tied. 

First five teams in judging Guernseys were: First, Illinois; 
second, lowa; third, California and New Jersey, tied; fourth, 
Minnesota, and fifth, Vermont. . 


Junior JuDGING CONTEST 

For the second time in three years the National Junior 
Dairy Cattle Judging Contest was won by the team from 
lowa. At Milwaukee in 1924, three boys from Iowa took 
first in the Junior Judging Contest, later winning interna- 
tional honors in England. Maryland, winner of last year’s 
contest at Indianapolis, placed second, Kansas third, North 
Dakota fourth, and Missouri fifth. 
This contest is of particular interest to the Guernsey breed 
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because the winners over all club members owned Guernsey 
heifers. Out of a possible 4000 points, Iowa earned 3789, 
Maryland 3637, and Kansas 3600. 

The Iowa team, composed of Gertrude Kaiser, Lloyd 
Kaiser and Kenneth Walter, was coached by Roy Combs, 
County Agent of Clayton County, and Bert Odekirk, Dairy 
Specialist with the assistance of Floyd Johnston, secretary 
of the Iowa State Dairy Association. In the individual 
winnings, two of the members of the team were in the first 
three places, Kenneth Walter and Gertrude Kaiser. In 
the team contest Gertrude scored 1305, and Lloyd scored 
1289. 

Miss KaAIseR AND THE IowA TEAM 

Gertrude Kaiser, St. Olaf, Iowa, sixteen years old, bought 
her first Guernsey calf, a heifer, in 1921, Ultra’s Secret Lady 
121083 and won first and second prize with her at two county 
fairs in 1921 and 1922. This heifer has grown to a cow and 
is now in the herd. 

In 1923, she bought her second calf club heifer, Conductress 
of the Loop 141220, for $365. This calf was exhibited at the 
county fair and she was champion club heifer, and second 
prize at another county fair. From there she went to the 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress where she was first prize 
club calf and champion Guernsey calf club heifer. 

In 1924, she won second prize at the county fair in both 
the club and open classes. 

In 1925, as a two year old, the heifer was made champion 
Guernsey calf club heifer and grand champion Guernsey 
female in open classes at the county fair. 

Gertrude has had two calves from her second heifer, one 
of which was sold for $115, and the other is still at home. 

Therefore, through five years of calf club work, Gertrude 
has had a splendid opportunity of working with and studying 
the development and individuality of dairy cattle in the show 
ring. The value of the practice which she has had came to 
its fruition at the National Dairy Show, where she was en- 
tered as one of a team of three 4-H Club members from Iowa. 
The team is composed of Gertrude, Kenneth Walter and 
Lloyd Kaiser, fresh from a victory at the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress. The team competed in the boys’ and girls’ 
judging contest at the National Dairy Show, and won first 
place in judging all breeds of dairy cattle. Gertrude, won 


first prize for judging at Waterloo, and second at the National. 
Her cousin, Lloyd Kaiser, won third prize in judging at the 
National.

My Carr Cius ExpeRIENCES 
By Howard Adair 

(EprrortaL Nore:—This is a history told by Howard of 
his work in the 4-H Calf Club and the raising and sale to 
Mrs. Chauncey McCormick, of the winning animal in the 
heifer class.) 

I began my first club work in 1920 when I drew a heifer 
in the second Boone County Guernsey Calf Club. The heifers 
in this club were imported from the Island of Guernsey. The 
heifer which I drew was not much of a show animal, but she 
turned out to be a good producer. From this one heifer I 
have gained a good start in the pure bred Guernsey business. 
It was from the offspring of this cow that I gained the means 
by which I purchased my heifer for a second attempt at 
club work. 

In April, 1925, through the cooperation of the Indiana 
Condensed Milk Company, and Purdue University, the fourth 
Boone County Guernsey Calf Club was organized. The 
heifer which I purchased for my work in this club came from 
the Guernsey herd of F. F. and L. L. Johnson of Russia- 
ville, Indiana. 

It was the third day of May, 1925, when I got her home; it 
was chilly that day so I blanketed her and began getting her 
in condition for the calf club show that was to be held in 
August. Although my heifer was in poor condition when I 
purchased her she began eating and improved daily. At the 
show about the middle of August my heifer was judged 
first in her class and junior and grand chanpion. The fol- 
lowing three weeks she was undefeated. Then came the 
Indiana State Fair, where she was grand champion calf 
club heifer and junior champion in the open class. This 
championship won me a free trip offered by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to Washington, District of Columbia, and the 
Sesqui-Centenaial at Philadelphia. 

At the National Dairy Show held at Indianapolis in 1925, 
my heifer was Sweepstakes Indiana calf club heifer. 

After the National Dairy Show I brought my heifer home 
where she freshened May 17, with a male calf. After being 
in milk for three months I took Chief’s Lady Laura of Guern- 
sey Farm 186925, to the club show in Lebanon, which was 
held August 13, 1926. She was again judged grand champion 
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Chief’s Lady Laura of Guernsey Farm 186925, Howard Adair, her. former 
owner, and Elmer Woelffer, herdsman for Mrs. Chauncey McCormick, her 
present owner. 
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of the show. At the 1926 Indiana State Fair, Lady Laura 
was grand champion calf club heifer, but as I had won the 
prize offered by the Pennsylvania Railroad the previous 
year, the prize was awarded to the next best heifer. 

It was while I had my heifer at the state fair that I sold her 
to Mrs. Chauncey McCormick of Chicago, Illinois, for $1000. 

The experience and good that I have gained from club 
work has been well worth the time that [ have spent on it. 
It has been the means whereby I have gained a fair start in 
pure bred Guernseys.

Dairy AND IcE CrEAM 

The dairy and ice cream exhibit was held in Convention 
Hall, some eight miles from the Fair Grounds, and the same 
distance closer to the business section of the city. It included 
everything which in any way is connected with the handling 
of milk, wholesale or retail, or the handling of milk products. 
This exhibit contained 150 carolads of material valued at a 
million dollars. 

One important point which was brought out by Fred 
Rasmussen of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, secretary of the 
National Association of Ice Cream Manufacturers, was that 
each man, woman and child of the United States ate ninety 
dishes of ice cream last year. 

Concerning ice cream production and consumption, Ras- 
mussen said: ‘‘About 322,729,000 gallons of ice cream were 
manufactured by 4,500 plants in the United States last year. 
The industry represents an investment of approximately 
$450,000,000. 

“In the past ten years, the total ice cream production in 
the United States has increased from 208,320,000 to 322,- 
729,000 gallons a year. 

“The ice cream industry is an important factor in the 
dairy industry. In the summer months, when milk produc- 
tion is at its height, ice cream consumption is also at its 
peak, thereby using dairy products when the supply is 
greatest. 

“The manufacture of ice cream, last year, demanded the 
milk of nearly 1,000,000 cows.” 

A recent survey of the National Association of Ice Cream 
Manufacturers, Rasmussen indicated, showed nearly half 
the ice cream consumed is of vanilla flavor. Chocolate 
flavor ranks second in demand, he said, and strawberry 
third. 

HERDSMEN’s AWARDS 

Herdsmen’s awards in gold, silver and bronze medals 
were given to three herdsmen who were adjudged the most 
proficient in the discharge of their duties. Guernsey herds- 
men secured the first and second prizes in this contest over 
all other herdsmen. Elmer Woelffer won the gold medal, 
herdsman for Mrs. Chauncey McCormick; Arthur Klussen- 
dorf of Fern-Dell was awarded the silver medal and Noel 
B. Brown, Holstein herdsman for the Carnation Stock 
Farms, Seattle, was awarded the bronze medal.

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South Dakota State Fair 


Seventy-one Head from Six Different Herds are Shown 


GIATe fairs have been called clearing places for ideas and 
ideals at which the best of the breeders and manufacturers 
arts and sciences are displayed. They reflect the progress and 
present state of agriculture and things pertaining to agricul- 
ture. As one visits the great Iowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
State Fairs, he is impressed with the progress that has been 
made to master the industries as is shown in the exhibits of 
produce, grain, selected for its quality and heavy yielding, 
beef cattle for economical meat production, dairy cattle com- 
bining beauty of form and high production, hogs, sheep, 
chickens, etc., all exemplifying the progress man has made 
in developing the material things to better serve him. 


Each state reflects through the exhibits at its state fair the 
progress that has been made. There is a great contrast be- 
tween the three fairs just mentioned and the one held at 
Huron, South Dakota, especially in respect to dairying. In 
the three states, dairying is well established and the exhibits 
shown reflect the state of the industry, while at South Dakota 
the exhibits of dairy cattle were with but few exceptions from 
outside of the state. Fortunately the State Agricultural 
College at Brookings is taking the lead and will help to point 
the way to a bright future for the dairy industry in South 
Dakota. 


From every quarter—grain farmer, homesteader, rancher, 
banker, business man, etc.—questions were asked about 
dairying. The interest in dairying is growing in momentum 
and just as Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa have built up 
the great industry, so will South Dakota. Each year the 
contrast between the three fairs mentioned and the South 
Dakota fair will grow less marked, until outside competition 
will find their efforts matched by the ever growing number of 
breeders of dairy cattle in South Dakota. In talking to a 
number of persons who are in a position to know, we learn 
that the Fawn and White cow will play no small part in 
South Dakota dairy development. 


The showing of Guernseys was the largest ever exhibited 
at the State Fair, there being seventy-one head from six 
different herds. The senior champion bull award went to 
B. K. McMillen of Flandrau, South Dakota, on Absolute 
Peerless of Cloie Fork 103250, an exceptionally typey indi- 
vidual. The junior and grand championship went to the 
senior yearling bull Raymond of Highland Place 106514, 
owned by Joseph Golinvaux. He won over the senior cham- 
pion on condition, depth of body, and type about the head. 
The senior champion excelled in top line and levelness of 
rump. The three year old bull owned by Radisson Farms, 
Radisson Bonny Royal 89628, was still quite lame as a result 
of stepping on a nail during the Minnesota State Fair, which 
eliminated him from championship consideration. 


The champion female championship again went to Comp- 
ton Brothers on Florinda’s Best 108602, the winner at the 
Minnesota State Fair. The junior champion female went to 
the excellent calf shown by Joseph Golinvaux of Waterloo. 
L. V. Wilson placed the ribbons.

The Memphis Tri-State Fair 


Good Interest Shown in the Guernsey Breed 


ON E of the greatest centers of Guernsey development in 

the South is that around Memphis, Tennessee. This 
city is located at the junction of three states, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas, and due to the: location of the 
Gayoso Farm just across the line at Horn Lake, Mississippi, 
and the fact that this establishment has shown a broad- 
minded policy in distributing Guernsey bulls and encourag- 
ing farmers in the nearby territory to get started with 
Guernseys, practically all dairymen are now using Guern- 
sey bulls and looking toward the establishment of Guernsey 
herds. 

It is to be noticed during the judging that the placing of 
the Guernseys attracts more interest than any other breed, 
and that this interest increases from year to year. Guern- 
seys were exhibited by Gayoso Farm, Horn Lake, Mississippi; 
Boone County Breeders’ Association, Lebanon, Indiana; 
Ernest Higgins & Son, West Salem, Illinois, and C. L. Jones, 
Germantown, Tennessee. The judge, Professor G. C. 
Humphreys of Madison, Wisconsin, had acted in the same 
capacity the previous year. After completing the placing 
of awards at this year’s Tri-State Fair, he commented upon 
the increased interest, and to the competition in the different 
classes. The Gayoso herd, showing in superb condition, was 
extended to win in the different classes by the Higgins & 
Son entries, and in some cases by the Boone County herd. 
In spite of this competition, however, Gayoso was again 
successful in winning all championships, both junior and 
both senior championships being won by the get of Lang- 
water Actor. His get again won in the get of sire class and 
in the produce of dam as well as in all of the groups. 

The senior and grand champion cow was Actor’s Molly 
of Gayoso 125439, who for the first time this year won, out 
of the old campaigner, Margaret of Gayoso Farm 100266. 
A full sister to Molly, Gayoso Milkmaid 204284 was junior 


champion, and this pair was the easy first prize produce of 
dam. 


The senior and grand champion bull was Gayoso Roberta’s 
Actor 98816, that won over his half brother, Gayoso Molly’s 
Actor 106869, on his splendid toplineand rump. Both were 
sons of Langwater Actor 60162 and very similar in type. 
Gayoso Molly’s Actor 106869 was sold during the fair to head 
the herd of Dr. L. C. Fischer, Atlanta, Georgia, who is 
founding one of the outstanding good herds of Guernseys 
in the South. It is worthy of note that during the fair week, 
seven Guernsey bulls were sold, and six of them remained 
in the territory about Memphis.

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Michigan Breeders Hold Sale 


First Semi-Annual Sale Averages $243.33 


HE Michigan Guernsey Breeders’ Association held its 

First Semi-Annual Consignment Sale at East Lansing, 
Michigan, in the State College Livestock Pavilion on Septem- 
ber 30, 1926. 

Although the number of cattle entered in the sale was much 
smaller than usual, the quality was noticeably improved. 
The twenty-seven head to go under the hammer sold for a 
total of $6570. They were consigned by eleven breeders 
and went to seventeen purchasers. 

The twenty-one females sold for a total of $5,740, an aver- 
age of $273.33, and the six bull calves brought $830, an 
average of $138.33. The twenty-seven head averaged 
$243.33, thus setting a new high average for a consignment 
held by the association, 

The continued inclement weather kept a large number of 
farmers away from the sale. With almost a month of con- 
tinued rain, the farmers who were late with silo filling and 
the bean harvest used the first fair day to catch up with 
their fall work. 

Among the purchasers were the names of five breeders 
who have been heavy buyers in previous sales. The top 
animal of the sale, Holbeck’s Nordland Paulena 127545, 
brought $475, and was consigned by Fred C. Holbeck of 
Long Lake. Mr. Holbeck’s four entries brought $1,735. 
George L. Burrows of Saginaw was the heaviest buyer, 
taking three head for $1,150, one of which was the top cow. 

Walter Andrews of Beach City, Ohio, cried the sale in his 
usual alert manner, while W. D. Burrington was in the box.

Fine Quality Guernseys at This Year’s Fair—By G. Malcolm Trout 


“THE Guernsey show at the West Virginia State Fair was 

slightly below normal this year due to arrangements of 
show dates and to the withdrawal and coming dispersal of 
the famous Waddington Farm show herd owned by the late 
Colonel E. W. Oglebay. 

However, all the cattle exhibited were of exceptionally 
fine quality and of good Guernsey type. In the bull classes 
the herds of H. S. Firestone and J. E. Nichols Estate suc- 
ceeded in dividing honors for first place with Harry Jones 
coming in for a first in the bull calf class. 

In the aged bull class Sergeant’s Governor of Mountrose 
91577, owned by H. S. Firestone, captured first place. His 
greater substance, straightness of lines, and wonderful con- 
stitution won the blue over Waddington Prince Raider 
65833, owned by the J. E. Nichols Estate. The latter bull 
had excellent quality but lacked size and straightness of lines. 
Sergeant’s Governor of Mountrose 91577 was later made 
senior and grand champion bull. 

White’s Tea Belle 134893, of the H. S. Firestone herd, 
with her excellent mammary development, capacity and 
Guernsey type won first place over Itchen’s Lass of Maple- 
view 120911, owned by Lawrence Milliken. The closest 
competition was between Itchen’s Lass of Mapleview 102911, 
showing dairy temperament and quality, and Imp. Hunguets 
de Bas Ena 115864 of the J. E. Nichols Estate. The latter 
cow had equally good conformation but lacked udder devel- 
opment. Because of her excellent qualities White’s Tea 
Belle 134893 was made grand champion over Clared Vanity 
184658, of the J. E. Nichols Estate. 

Professor A. A. Borland, head of dairying, Pennsylvania 
State College, State College, Pennsylvania, was the judge. 
An innovation in his judging which took very well by the 
ring side was the giving of reasons for placing the animals as 
he did and pointing out the qualities and disqualifications 
before sending the animals to the stable.

Darry MEETINGS 


Many dairy meetings were held during the time of the 
show which were of vital importance to the dairy industry. 
Among them was the American Dairy Science Association. 
Subjects were discussed on the technical as well as the prac- 
tical side of dairy science. The report was presented of the 
work being accomplished through that section by the ex- 
tension service in introducing milk campaigns. It was also 


shown that there are now 844 cow testing associations with 
more than 325,000 cows under test. Official testing was dis- 
cussed and herd supervision taken up. Mineral nutrients for 
dairy cattle was discussed at some length while contagious 
abortion and methods of eradication received their full 
attention.

Test in Triple Letter Classes 
The Triple Letter Classes are well adapted to testing cows under ordi- 


nary farm conditions. 


Cows making Triple Letter records receive due 


publicity the same as do cows tested in yearly division. 
If you are a farmer breeder and it is practicable for you to milk your 
cows only twice daily you should test in Triple Letter Classes. 


Here are the rules: 


A. If the record is commenced the day the animal is two years old, or 


previous to that day, she must produce within 305 days from that date 
250.5 pounds of butter fat. For each day the animal is over two years old 


at the beginning of her record, the amount of butter fat she will be required 
to produce in 305 days will be established by adding .1 (one-tenth) of a 
pounds for each day to the 250.5 pounds required when two years old. This 
ratio is applicable until the animal is five years old, w hen the required amount 
will have reached 360 pounds, which will be the amount of butter fat re- 


quired of all cows five years old or over. 

B. Her record must be made in one lactation period. 

C. Her record must start within thirty days of freshening counting 
the day following calving as the first day. 

D. No cow shall be milked more than twice in twenty-four hours. 

E. Before a cow is admitted to this Class the fact of her carrying a calf 
for 205 days of her record shall be established by the registration or filing 
of a birth report for any calf carried during the test period, or by such addi- 
tional proof as the Executive Committee may require. 

F. Each date of service in any given month must be given in the report 
of daily milk yield for the month. 

G. If the owner wishes to extend the record to qualify the cow for the 
single or double letter division, he must notify the office of the Secretary 
of his desire, not later than the 305th day of the test.

Goes to Dairy School in India 


UST before Sam Higginbottom, the 

well known farmer missionary 
sailed for India, he visited the good 
Guernsey herd owned by Miss Re- 
becca Austin of Rosemont, Pennsyl- 
vania. While the Reverend Higgin- 
bottom got his training in theology 
at Princeton, he later took a degree 
in agriculture at the Ohio State Uni- 
versity. In consequence, he is a 
qualified judge of Guernseys. 

Among the young things in Miss 
Austin’s herd was a yearling bull, by 
Langwater Marmion 60160 out of a 
granddaughter of Irene’s King of the 
May 18816, that impressed him very 
much, so much that before he left 
Rosemont arrangements had _ been 
made to ship this yearling to the 
Agricultural College at Allahabad in 
India, of which Mr. Higginbottom is 
president. 

This is a most unique institution. 
It is based upon the principles that 
have proven so successful at the 
Mount Hermon School in Massachu- 
setts, where Mr. Higginbottom pre- 
pared for college and where he vis- 
ualized the great work he is now doing 
in India. 

At the college in Allahabad “‘caste,”’ 
which is a stumbling block to progress, 
is not recognized. Students from all 
classes of society, representing the 
different religions, work together in 
the classrooms, laboratories, stables 
and farm in perfect accord, 

The dairy department at Allahabad 
has been officially recognized by the 
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Government in India. Students 
trained there are eligible for appoint- 
ment to Government positions as 
instructors and inspectors. 

The dairy herd is based upon se- 
lected native stock headed by pure 
bred bulls from America. There is 
also a herd of water buffalo. The 
buffalo cow is quite a satisfactory 
dairy animal. She gives a fair amount 
of very rich milk testing about twelve 
per cent. of fat. 

Students of dairying will recall that 
India was the first country to empha- 
size dairy husbandry. That, however, 
was in the days when butter was 
buried in the ground for years and 
then used for medicinal bathing pur- 
poses. It is interesting to know that 
the youngest nation and the nation 
that leads in the development of 
dairying now makes a contribution 
in revamping the industry where it 
originated. It seems like carrying 
coals to Newcastle, but it isn’t.

Big Plant Uses Guernsey Milk 


"THE Manitowoc County Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, Wiscon- 
sin, has been cooperating with Wil- 
liam Smazel, a local milk dealer, to 
establish a Guernsey milk market in 
the City of Manitowoc. They started 
their drive about a year ago when 
there was not a quart of Guernsey 
milk sold in the entire city carrying 
the Guernsey label. Today Mr. 
Smazel alone is retailing about 160 
quarts per day at fourteen cents a 
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quart while the ordinary garden 
variety sells for ten. 

Guernsey milk is now used exclus- 
ively at the Aluminum Goods Manu- 
facturing Company’s plant, one of 
the largest in the world. Ordinary 
milk had been served at the plant for 
a number of years but the consump- 
tion of milk, the nurse said, was not 
what it should be. 

Finally one day one of the office 
force told her if they would serve as 
good milk as he got at home he would 
drink his half pint twice a day but 
he did not propose to drink the kind 
they were serving. She inquired as 
to his source of supply and was told 
that he used only Smazel’s Golden 
Guernsey milk at his home. 

The nurse then took up the matter 
with one of the company officials, 
Mr. Vits, with the result that Mr. 
Smazel was given a trial order of 
eighty half pints per day. In two 
weeks the order at the Goods plant 
had just doubled, 160 half pints being 
delivered to the office force alone— 
proving that the “‘proof of the pud- 
ding is in the eating.”

What One Great Bull Has Done

he sired more winners at the National Dairy Show than any 
other bull of the breed, unless we except the subject of this 
article. 

The dam of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 was Imp. Lady- 
smith of the Isle 28355, a very beautiful cow that I remember 
greatly admiring with F. L. Ames upon visiting Mr. Marsh’s 
Farm. She had a record of 510.65 pounds of butter fat in 
class E. She carried a very beautiful udder. Imp. Lady- 
smith of the Isle 28355 was a daughter of Imp. Raymond of 
Preel II. 13381, the sire of twelve Advanced Register cows 
and her dam was Ladysmith III. R. G. A. S. 6766 P. S., a 
cow that I knew well on the Island and that was also the dam 
of Imp. Ladysmith of Sarnia 40426 with a record of 643.77 
pounds of butter fat in class D. Imp. Ladysmith of the Isle 
28355 was also the dam of Pride’s Ladysmith 38491 with a 
record of 11908.5 pounds of milk and 638.95 pounds of butter 
fat in class G, being the highest record daughter of her sire 
that has fifteen Advanced Register daughters. This record 
would indicate that she obtained her ability as a producer 
from her dam. 

As far as | can find out the first time Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760 was ever shown was at the National Dairy Show in 
1914 when he won second in the junior calf class. It will be 
remembered by all who were interested in Guernseys at the 
time, that that was the year the cattle were tied up at the 
Dairy Show with hoof and mouth disease from show time 
in October, 1914, until June 1, 1915. It is worth knowing 
at this time that several of the greatest bulls the breed has 
known since that time were tied up in that quarantine, 
among them being Imp. Hayes Cherub 2d 25147, Ladysmith’s 
Cherub 30760, Langwater Warrior 26509, Langwater Fash- 
ion 23660, Langwater Crusader 28059, Yeoman and many 
others almost as well known. 

I do not find any record of Ladysmith’s Cherub being 
shown in 1915. It will be remembered that the National 
Dairy Show was called off on account of hoof and mouth 
quarantine, as were many of the State Fairs, and other shows 
were greatly curtailed in numbers. 

Following the victory at the National in 1916, Ladysmith’s 
Cherub 30760 was again grand champion in 1917 and 1918 
and senior champion in 1919. He won second prize in aged 
bull class at the National in 1920, first prize in 1921 and third 
prize in 1922. Not only did he win at the National Dairy 
Show, but in all of these years he won numerous prizes at 
State Fairs. It is not, however, to his own show ring winnings 
alone that we must look to discover why Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760 will live in Guernsey history. The great fact is what 
his offspring in the second, third and fourth generations have 
done and are doing in the show ring and at the pail. Lady- 
smith’s Cherub’s offspring began to win in 1917, when his 
get, all calves, stood second at the National Dairy Show. 
Since that time, his get have always been in the money. At 
the National Dairy Show in 1921, his son, Cherub’s Pearl 
Royal of Shorewood 58824 was senior and grand champion, 
in 1922, at the National Dairy Show, his daughter Jeanette 
of the Prairie 2d 69685 with a record of 13600.7 pounds of 
milk, 816.8 pounds of butter fat, class A, was senior and grand 
champion female. Two daughters and one son have been 
junior champions at the National Dairy Show. A double 
grandson, Shorewood Resolute 71989, was grand champion at 
the National Dairy Show in 1924 and again this year. In- 
deed the list of winnings at the National and great State 
Fairs in the east and west have read almost like lists of the 
Get of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760. He won the coveted Get 
of Sire at the National Dairy Shows in 1922, 1923, 1924, both 
first and second gets in 1925, and first get this year, and for 
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four years has won the greatly coveted Peer Challenge 
Trophy. His get won first again at the Sesqui-Centennia] 
this fall.

While Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 has received the most 
attention in the public mind as a sire of prize winners, it 
must not be forgotten that he was as well one of the great 
sires of production. Up to January 1, 1926, he had thirty- 
two registered daughters and forty-five registered sons. 
Practically all the daughters that have lived to milking age 
have been tested. With one exception, every daughter of 
milking age dropped at Shorewood Farm has been tested. 
The one exception is the cow, Cherub Peggy of Shorewood,

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who because of a tumor has not proved a regular breeder. 
Her full sister, however; Cherub’s Deanie of Shorewood 
135735, made a record of 9963.9 pounds of milk and 602.0 
pounds of butter fat in class G. 

A fact which is not generally known is that the Shorewood 
herd until recent years was small. Mr. Tenney had only six 
cows to breed to Ladysmith the first years he owned the bull. 
Fourteen daughters of Ladysmith tested at Shorewood 
averaged 607.2 pounds of butter fat. These records with 
one or two exceptions, all being made in the junior classes. 
Again, with one exception, every daughter has exceeded the 
production of her dam. And, when the character of the dams 
is taken into consideration, this performance points still 
more clearly to the great prepotency of Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760 in transmitting increased production. Mr. Tenney 
searched the country, regardless of price, to secure the few 
carefully selected females which composed the foundation 
herd at Shorewood. . 

To show the production ability of the animal I am listing 
the records made by his nineteen Advanced Register daughters.

This great-granddaughter together with her half sisters, is 
proving that type and production carries on to the fourth 
generation. 

His double grandson, Shorewood Resolute 71989, was grand 
champion at the 1924 National Dairy Show at Milwaukee 
and he is just one of dozens that are winning. Several of his 
sons are now Advanced Register sires and several more soon 
will be. 

As a sire of both type and production, Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760 will always rank among the greatest of the breed. 
While he is dead, his influence on the breed will be potent for 
generations to come. He has been fittingly called the “Type 
Plus Production Sire.” 

A splendid tribute was given Ladysmith’s Cherub in the 
editorial column of the Minneapolis Tribune, which we 
reproduce herewith. 


A Butv’s OsiruarRy 

“Obituary notices, chronicling the lives of actor and 
educator, senator and literary critic, have appeared frequent- 
ly in the press of late. There has been a feeling in some quar- 
ters that the life work of at least one of the deceased by no 
means merited the public’s frenzy at his passing. Yet there 
are few who will begrudge to Ladysmith’s Cherub 37060, 
superlative herd sire of the Shorewood Farm of D. D. Tenney 
at Lake Minnetonka, the honors of a full obituary. 

“No ghoulish crowds wailed at the news of his death, nor 
did lengthy interviews attest the worthy attainments of a 
life well spent. Streamer headlines in Maine and Georgia, 
Texas and Montana did not blazon their messages to an avid 
public. Yet the career of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 was well- 
rounded, rich and complete. It was reckoned that his off- 
spring had won more blue ribbons and premiums than any 
other bull. He founded a great dairy herd which, by the 
excellence of its record, was an inspiration to intelligent and 
soundly rooted agricultural effort. He won three grand 
championships at National Dairy Expositions and sired a 
son who was himself awarded the premier honors. Among 
his heirs were nineteen Advanced daughters who averaged 
10675 pounds of milk and 590 pounds of butter fat yearly, as 
against an average of 4000 pounds of milk and 160 pounds of 
butter fat for the average Minnesota cow. In the “get of 
sire’ class, he stood pre-eminent, a consistent and spectac- 
ular prize winner. No better tribute could be found than this, 
borrowed from the obituary of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760: 
‘He combined beauty and type, dairy temperament and 
show ring prowess with the power to transmit to his daughter 
the ability to produce milk and butter fat.’ 

“No obituary is worth the printing if there are not lessons 
of achievement and failure to be drawn from it. Ladysmith’s 
Cherub 30760 has passed to the reward of all good bovines, 
yet he has left behind him lessons that will be profitably 
heeded by a great dairy region. He has demonstrated that 
in the pure breed sire the northwest is finding, and will con- 
tinue to find, a means of surer wealth and more efficient pro- 
duction. He has demonstrated that the ‘border cow’ is not 
a fixture, a permanent waster and idler, but a gross intruder 
to be weeded out by unremitting effort. He has demonstrat- 
ed that intelligent breeding and stock raising, as surely as 
they are practiced, pay priceless dividends to the dairyist 
who will reach out for the means to new prosperity. 

“Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 is dead. Asa crusader for a 
more productive northwest he was by no means alone, but his 
example was eminently worthwhile. Those who will not 


mourn the passing of a pure bred sire must at least acknowl- 
edge the essential soundness of a scheme of dairying to which 
he was unwittingly and in a bovine way, a fine and splendid 
testimonial.”
